Mrs. Minnie Cummings is charged with 
second degree murder in shooting her hus- 
band, Dennis Cummings, Apri] 18. 

After the shooting. Mrs. Cummings went 
te the Centra! District station and gave 
herself up. She said she had shot Cum- 
mings in self defense. 

Later it was found that her statement 
was not acceptable, and that the death of 
her former husband, Edward M. Harris, 
had an element of mystery in it. 

Harris’ death was due to a wound that 
was in many respects similar to that of 
Cummings. 

Cummings was killed in a room that had 
been rented by Mrs. Cummings a week be- 
fore the shooting, at 2814 Locust street. 

Cummings was not living there and had 
visited Mrs. Cummings but a few times 
before the afternoon when he was killed 

He was a drinking man, and Mrs. Cum- 
mings said he had come to her room while 
phe was away and was searching her 
effects with a view of securing money and 
had attacked her 

Harris’ death was pronounced suicide by 
the coroner's jury after an incomplete in- 


vestigation. 
Two Husbands’ 


Wounds Alike. 

Harris died October 4, 1901. at 4424 Easton 
avenue, as the result of a revolver wound 
in the back of the head, very similar to 
that of Cummines. 

After the charge against Mrs. Cummings 
became generally known, several voluntary 
witnesses appeared with statements 
concerning the death of Cummings and also 
that of Harris. It was reported that she 
hed been married before the marriage with 
Barris, but that point has not been cleared. 
A letter writer who did not sign his name 
gave Chief of Detectives Desmond informa- 
tion that Mrs. Cummings was probably Mrs. 
Annie Colton, who killed her husband, 
Michael Colton, in Bloomington, III., in

FIFTH VICTIM OF 
PAMILY FEUD 


The Identity of the Man Who 
Fired the Shot Is Un- 
known as He Fired From 


Ambush. 


JACKSON, Ky., May 4.—J. B. Marcum, 
a prominent attorney, and a factor in the 
Cockrell-Hargis feud, was shot and in- 
stantly killed as he was entering the court 
house here today. 

The man who fired the shot is unknown, 
as he was concealed. Marcum was iden- 
tified in the Hargis side of the vendette. 

Jim Cockrell was shot down from the 
court house in this city on July 21. 

Mr. Marcum was standing in the door of 
the courthouse, talking to Capt. B. J. 
Ewen, with his hand on Capt. Ewen’s 
shoulder, when he was fired upon from be- 
hind. Two shots were fired, both taking 
effect in the back of the head. Mr. Mar- 
cum was carried across the street to Dr. 
J. M. Kash's office, where he died 10 min- 
utes later. 

Neither Capt. Ewen nor anyone else can 
five any definite statement as to the iden- 
tity of the man who did the shooting. 

The Hargis-Cardwell feud is a political 
one in its inception. Jerre Cardwell killed 
John G. Hargis on a train near Winchester. 
Ip the crowded car they fought a pistol 
cuel and each man received several bul- 
lets. Cardwell recovered. The fight was 
the outcome of a bitter political contest, 
when Hargis opposed Cardwell for office. 

Then more recently followed the killing 
of Ben Hargis by Tom Cockrel] in a Jack- 
son blind tiger.

FRANCHISE TAX IN NEW YORK. 

The decision of the New York Court of Appeals sustaining the 
franchise tax law of that state is an able and impartial review 
of the whole subject. 

The court defines a etreet-using franchise as ‘‘the right to do 
gomething in the public highway which except for the grant 
would be a trespass."’ 

The franchise is property, often the most valuable agset of the 
grantee and that it should not be taxed along with other prop- 


erty is absurd.

In New York property of this kind worth 8800, 000, 000 has escaped 
all taxation, but under the new law just upheld by the court 
the tax commission is authorized and directed to assess this 
property “intangible, invisible and elusive, but of great value 

Tt was argued that the tax “impaired the obligation of cer 
tracts,” but the court brushed this sophistry aside with the 
remark: There is no provision that the special franchise, or 
the property created by the grant shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion. The state can tax its own bonds “unless they contain an 
express stipulation to the contrary.”’ 

In conclusion the court declared that in taxing these enor- 
mousiy valuable franchises no burden is placed upon them 
except such as is borne by the homes of the people and the 
money saved for support in old age.” 

Franchises are property, taxable like a home or a horse or a 
vaeant lot of ground. This is the law in New York, Missouri and 
most other states. The reasonableness and justice of the view 
cannot be questioned. And in this state it is a mere matter of 
assessment. The law is adequate and plain. If the assessing 
officers do their duty the injustice will be removed.

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A FAULTY ANALOGY.

Liberty at home and bondage in the colonies—if this 
is admitted as the settled policy of the United States—expansion- 
ists must convince the peop! that the end will not be bondage 


everywhere.

9 udge Overrules Demurrers 
in Barrett and Other 
Cases. 


FIRST CASE IS SET 
FOR HEARING FRIDAY 


Alleged Election Frauds to Be Aired 
in Court This 
Week. 


Judge Adams in the United States district 
court Monday morning overruled the de- 
murrers filed and argued on Saturday in 
the election fraud cases of Thomas N. Bar- 
rett and others, and ordered the trials to 
proceed as decketed. 

The firet of the cases ts set for Friday. 
Nathan Levin, who was president of the 
Hebrew Jefferson Club, is the defendant. 
There are 19 cases against him. 

Much interest was manifested by lawyers 
in the arguments on Saturdey because of 
the fine legal points involved. One of the 
contentions of the attorneys for the de- 
fendants was that the St. Louls court of 
appeals is not a court of common law 
jurisdiction within the meaning of the act 
of Congress authorizing such oourts to 
grant naturalization papers. 

Many of the indictments have been based 


on naturalization from the 
St. Louis Court r terest in 
the matter was * 2 the fact that 
Thomas E. Barrett, one of the men indict- 
ed, is marshal of the court and that Judge 
Rene W. Bond, one of the defendants’ at- 
torne is a former judge of that court. 
The object of the defendants in making 
this plea nst the jurisdiction of the

court was this: If the court had no right 
to oan naturalization . all it had 
issued were null and vol Therefore if the 
papers were null and void no criminality 
could attach to acts connected with their 


issuance. 
Judge Adams in an oral 
nounced that the court of appéals was a 
court of common law jurisdiction within 
the meaning of the congressional act. 
Lawyers say this is the first opinion by 
any federal oourt declaring in positive 
terms that a state court of appeals has 
commmon law jurisdiction in neturalization 


matters. 
Court Has Granted 


Papers for Years. 
Judge Adams stated incidentally Monday 


morning that as the court of appeals had 
been granting naturalization papers for 
about five years, the fact that it had no 
right to do so could not be effectively 
pleaded now as a defense to frauds connect- 
Pa with what it had done. 
The demurrer to the urisdiction was Gled 
in each of cases. A special

demurrer was fil n the cases of Thomas 
E. Barrett and John Barbaglia. They are 
indicted for forging naturalization papers. 

Judge Bond, who argued this demur- 

rer, contended that e section cover- 
ing the offense applied only to persons 
applying for na uralization papers or 
appearing as a witness for such persons.“ 

Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Bert D. Nortont, who appeared for 
the government, held that the purpose 
of the act as well ab ite letter should 
be considered, and that it was clearly 
the purpose of the framers of the law 
to apply it to such cases as those in 
question. 

Judge Adams sustained this view. Mr. 
Norton algo made the art ument for the 
government in regard tot © Juriesiction. 

udge Krum argued it ior the defend- 
ants. 

He made the point that by statute, 
section 4151, the common law of England 
is made the rule of action and decision 

Missouri. 

In sustaining this position, Judge 
Adams held that the court of appeals has 
the power to issue original writs of ha- 
beas corpus, quo warranto and manda- 
mus, — to hear and determine them, 
and aise to proceed in all cases ap- 
pealed to it in accordance with the com- 
mon law, that there is no doubt that it 
has the power to naturalize and is a 
court having common law jurisdiction.
